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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Board of Hillsborough County Com- 
missioners submit their Annual Report for the year ending 
December 31, 1951, together with reports of County Treas- 
urer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, Farm Super- 
intendent, Hospital Superintendent, Physicians, Chaplains 
and Extension Service. : 

A very favorable year has found the County Budget with 
a sizable balance in the treasury which, added to cash on 
hand at beginning of year, left a balance of $167,585.75 at 
end of year 1951. 


Our revenues from the Farm, Hospital, Jail, Board and 
Care of Children and other departments amounted to 
$242,004.14 which is an all time record. 


Expenditures of direct relief showed a decrease. The sum 
spent in 1951 was $116,455.71 compared to $143,339.72 
during the year 1950. Old Age Assistance and Board and 
Care of Children remained about the same. 


Many improvements were made at the Farm and Hospi- 
tal. The most important was the installation of a Sprinkler 
System and Automatic Fire Alarm System connected with 
the Manchester and Goffstown Fire Departments. 


Another major improvement at the Farm was the re- 
modeling of a second floor attic into rooms for elderly 
married couples. It will be completed in the early part of 
1952. At this time there is no place where we could accom- 
modate a husband and wife together, they have to be placed 
in different wards. 

The Board of Commissioners wish to thank Mrs. Marion 
Lamy, Superintendent of the Hospital, and Mr. and Mrs.

Joseph Gorey, Superintendent and Matron of the Farm and 
Home, for their marvelous job accomplished at both the 
Farm and Hospital. 

We also thank all County Officials for their wonderful 
cooperation during the last year to help us make this a 
banner year for the County of Hillsborough. 

Many thanks are also due to the many organizations who, 
every year, bring comfort and cheer to inmates and patients 
of our County Institution in Grasmere. 

Dr. Adolphe J. Provost is Chief of Staff. Dr. Lionel 
Lavoie and Dr. Richard Backus are house doctors. 

The training school was under the direction of Mrs. Mary 
Durning Davis, R.N. B.S. Miss Helen Sullivan is our 
X-Ray and medical technician. Mrs. Anna King is the 
dietician.
